L?tre, Jr., as being the first male child born in Lowisianna, 
who was born at Mobile. Oct. 6, 1753, Jean Baptiste BAUDREAB 
(alias GRAVELINE). 


Fay, It says - The “BLACK BOXES"» which are, at prestent, housed in the Presbytere, 
Vieux Carre, City of N.0., and have been there for many years, contain a miscellany 
of genealogical data and information. These boxes hold doctuments of the French and 
Spanish regime of La. Some have been put on microfilm, and are avaiable for vkewing, 
at the Howard Tilton Memorial Library, Tulane University. These doctuments are 
microfilmed up through the year 1773. 

These boxes are not avaiable to the general public. We mention all this, as 
nost genealogist are anxious to obbain certified, or photostatic copies of 
documents, and due to the condition of these records, it would not be posible. 

When this microfilming is complete, we will advise our members and readers, 
through the pages of the N.O. Genesis, and, until then, this index which we are 
publishing through the efforts of Mrs Fred 0. James, may be found at the La. 

State Museum Library, 547 Saint Ann St., N.0O., La. 
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For generations a group of racially-mixed 
people in the Vancleave area lived a gray 
existence.

In the 1800s, some of these people applied 
for assistance to the Dawes Commission 
which had been created to identify Ameri- 
cans of Indian blood. However, they were 
rejected because many of the documents they 
needed to prove their Indian heritage were 
destroyed in courthouse fires. Identifying 
females was also difficult because often the 
early church records only identified a woman 
as an Indian or a half-breed, without a name. 

By 1917, the school district faced a dilem- 
ma in educating the racially-mixed children, 
who were rejected by the black community 
and denied admission to the white schools. A 
separate school was created specifically for 
these youngsters, which operated until the 
time of integration. 

School records show the children faced 
many obstacles in their education, ranging 
from lack of transportation and poverty to 
malnutrition and disease, Parker said. 

Although she has also met threats and 
obstacles in her genealogical work, Parker is 
continuing to gather information on various 
family lines. 

“The greatest tribute one can pay to their 
ancestors is to be proud of who you are,” she 
said. “The greatest gift one can give to their 
descendants is don’t do anything to dishonor 
them.”

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BEAUDREAU DIT GRAVELINE GENEALOGY (contd. ) 


In the January AGE, we began a genealogy of the descendants of Urbain 
BEAUDREAU dit GRAVELINE which was compiled by Rev. Dennis Boudreau of 
Pawtucket, RI. He did this to help BOUDREAU descendants distinguish 
between their lineages and those of BEAUDREAU, which are not one and 
the same. 


Mr. Robert Graveline, president of the Urbain BEAUDREAU dit GRAVELINE 
Genealogical Association, responded by writing that while some 
BEAUDREAU descendants changed their name to BOUDREAU, the same was not 
the case in reverse. 


Immediately below is a copy of the will of one of the BEAUDREAU 
descendants, found by Mrs. Lola Branstool in the Mississippi Coast 
Historical & Genealogical Society. This will divulged new information 
that was not available to Fr. Boudreau, and is an example of what 
makes genealogy so exciting. : 


This will is one of the latest "finds" in the continuous search for 
additional information on our ancestors. It was recently found in the 
National Archives, Washington, D.C. by Darrell Helton who is a 
Graveline descendant through Louise Catherine BAUDRAU BOUZAGE 
(BOSARGE). The will is such an exciting document that it needed to be 
shared by the thousands of Graveline descendants. 


Graveline would have been about 79 at the time this document was 
written; he was baptized in May 1671. He was one of eight children 
born to Mathurine Marguerite JUILLET and Urbain BOUDREAU (sic) dit 
Graveline. This will can be found at the National Archives under 
Reference Division "d", Miss. Item 126, Vol. 203, pp. 473-74. 


Will of Jean Baptist Boudreaux (sic) of Graveline 


"The Sixteenth day of September one thousand Seven hundred & fifty 
Before the Royal notary of the Province of Louisiana dwelling in New 
Orleans and in Presence of the undersigned witnesses personally 
appeared John Baptist BAUDREAUX of Graveline generally residing at a 
place called "la Bellefontaine" at old Beloxy, who has declared & Said 
that he is come here expressly to arrange & finally adjust his affairs 
temporal as well spiritual - having appear'd to us this day in good 
health & enjoying sound mind & memory being nine O'Clock in the 
morning & he was of a very advanced age, that fearing to be overtaken 
by death in .....remote from all assistance he wou'd wish to put in 
order a_ sufficient portion of his wor'dly affairs whilst he is of 
sound mind, he has said & declared to us that he is born in Montreal 
in Canada & that he is in this Colony since the year one thousand 
seven hundred, that he came to this Colony with Mr. BIBERVILLE (sic) & 
that he believes that out of a hundred who came with him he is the 
only living person: that having had carnal communication with a Squaw 


about thirty of age at this Present time which compelled him under 
this consideration to marry the Said Squaw (or Indian Woman) in 
Presence of our Mother the Roman Catholic & Apostolic holy Church as 
acting the part of a true Christian with the intention of doing a good 
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Part *o his son...named John BAUDREAUX, but that the severe language & 
bad conduct which his Son has this day shewn to him, he is under the 
necessity of disinheriting him, having even attempted his life many 
times by putting his fist upon his throat, threatening to kill him, & 
other menaces calling him an old Buggar & only seeking daily his 
destruction & all his aim tending to his total ruin as he has done to 
the present time, having render'd him considerable injury, being vex'd 
to see him yet on this earth to be able to enjoy & consume the little 
property which remains out of the unfortunate wreck which he has 
prevented him consuming, that as he has a Godson named Jo/hn Baptist 
BRASILLIER son of ++++-Bayou of St. John to him he has infinite 
obligations, assisting him in all his necessities & aiding him in 
everything, without whom he would undergo a miserable death, having no 
other means than to Stay with him as his unfortunate Son never comes 
to his house but to pillage him & threaten his life which compels him 
this day (not wishing to place his unfortunate Son in the hands of 
Justice as he cou'd do) to abjure him as his Son - he wishes & desires 
that the said BRAZILLIER Junior, his God-Son be & remain his general 
Legatee & enjoy generally all his Property that he may have either in 
this Colony or elsewhere without (for sufficient reasons) the said 
Jonn BEAUDREAUX interfering in any manner whatever, looking upon him 
as a miserable wretch who does not deserve all the Property that he 
has made for him since he came into the world no more than his wife 
who has ill treated him * dees daily misuse when she has an 
Opportunity of doing it = both of them are unnatural & without any 
Sentiment of Christianity - breaking & annulling by the present all 
other wills or Codicils that he may have before made, wishing & 
desiring that the Present only remain in force notwithstanding the 
want of formality which might be requir'd in regard to the 
disinheritance of the said John BEAUDREAUX wishing for this reason 
that the present be in the Place of a declaration in Justice ... to 
the repugnance he feels in letting his said Son perish though unworthy 
of being such, leaving moreover to God the Father Almighty to punish 
him according to his merits of Divine Providence does not ... his 
conscience beseeching the Lord to be pleased to convert him without 
which he will despair of his coming to a good end, - That as he has 
before made some Gifts in writing, he declares them null, & void, that 
it was piece of weakness on his part to sign deeds of gifit, & he 
desires that the Present instrument only remain to be executed 
according to its form & tenor, not regarding from henceforth the said 
John BAUDREAUX no more than his Wife and Children but as a degenerate 
race, having never merited any of the attentin which he paid to him, 
whose names up to the present day only tended to his total ruin by the 
frequent pillage they made of him, & with which they never profited, 
occasioned by their great dissipation & especially BEAUDREAUX's who is 
confirmed in every vice & all Sorts of Debauchery as he is well known 
unfortunately for him by the whole Colony, begging besides of his 
General Legatee - in whose favor he bequeaths his Property at his 
decease, & to pray to God for the repose of his Soul, etc. etc. (Ed. 
note: The last few lines are merely routine language in closing tne 
will. For lack of space here I have omitted them. Ed. Jean Baptiste 
BEAUDREAUX died January, 1762 at Pascagoula, Miss. Please correct the 
entry on page 25 of the January AGE on line 5)

Responding to Mr. Robert Graveline's remarks in AGE, VOL. XV #4, 1986, Mr. 
H. F. Guidroz wrote the following: 


He is correct in that there is no proof that Paul BAUDREAU ever arrived at 

Mobile. As to his intention (which Mr. Graveline seems to question), 

Higginbotham in "Old Mobile," p. 395, states: Paul..."decided to accompany 

the party (Gabriel, etc.) (had) signed a marriage contract with Marie 

TESSIER (on Feb. 19, 1708) the next day the marriage took place." (Delays 

were mentioned). "It would require a few weeks (to) gain permission to 

leave the country." From this it is clear Paul intended to go with’ 
Gabriel's party to Mobile. On pg. 396 "By mid-way the group was 

leaving....(for the voyage) to Detroit." 


I believe Mr. Graveline erred when he said that there is "no proof that 
Gabriel ever arrived" at Mobile. He left Montreal with one "La SOURCE" and 
others (including Paul) (p. 396). Pg. 394 "LaSOURCE was able to convince 
Gabriel to come (to Louisiana) personally." "In January 1710, BAUDREAU and 
LASOURCE finally arrived at Mobile" (p. 398)."...Gabriel with his 
family...soon returned to Kaskaskia...while GRAVELINE awaited prospects for 
purchasing another ship by which to continue*his commerce." It is evident 
that "BAUDREAU" in this case was Gabriel with whom LaSOURCE traveled, while 
Jean Baptiste is identified as "GRAVELINE." 
=> 

I interpret the quote from pg. 398 ("Old Mobile") to indicate strongly that 
Jean Baptiste and Gabriel were intent upon obtaining minerals in the 
Kaskaskia area to sell in France - Paul possibly to be the "locater" for 
same, Gabriel to finance the mining and shipping to Mobile where 
"GRAVELINE" would have them loaded aboard his ship for transport to France. 


These people fascinate me - I am not related (my wife is a descendant of 
Jean Baptiste BAUDREAU's daughter). I am related to Jay HIGGINBOTHAM, in 
whom I have great faith as to his ability in research. I shall, at a future 
date, endeavor to determine whether Paul reached Mobile. 


I claim no relationship to "GRAVELINE" - but am, as we Cajuns say, "Damn 
Proud" to be descended from Acadian BOUDREAUX! (Not sure I'd want to be 
descended from Jean Baptiste BAUDREAU - he died blind of what was possibly 
a "social disease.") /s/ H. F. Guidroz.

CHAPTER XVI. 
HORRIBLE DEATH OF BEAUDROT AND THE SWISS SOLDIERS. 


In 1757, Kerleree was the governor of the colony. He had succeeded the Marquis De Vaudreuil, who 
had been transferred to the government of New France. Some of the officers, stationed at the different 
posts, were great tyrants. One of them, named Duroux, was sent to command a detachment of troops of 
the Swiss regiment of Halwyl, who were stationed at Cat Island, which, we believe, is now within the 
jurisdiction of the State of Alabama. He forced his soldiers to work his gardens and to burn coal and 
lime, which he disposed of in trade for his own emolument. Some of them, who refused to work for him, 
he caused to be arrested, stripped and tied naked to trees, where, for hours, the mosquitoes tortured 
them with their poisonous stings. These soldiers, repairing to New Orleans, received no satisfaction 
from Governor Kerlerec, who presently sent thern back to Duroux. That officer was now still more 
tyrannical, and in addition to his other severe usage, gave them no meat to eat, and fed them upon stale 
bread. One day he entered a boat, and was rowed to an adjacent island, for the purpose of hunting deer. 
Returning in the evening, a party of the soldiers prepared themselves to kill him, and, as soon as he put 
his foot upon shire, he was instantly despatched, by the discharge of several guns. His body, stripped of 
its apparel, was contemptuously thrown into the sea. They then rifled the King's stores, and for once 
fared sumptuously. 1757: Becoming masters of the island, the soldiers set at liberty an inhabitant, 
named Beaudrot, who had been unjustly imprisoned by Duroux. He had been long in the colony, and 
was ofetn employed upon dangerous missions in the Creek nation. Indeed, he well understood the 
language of these Indians, besides that of neighboring tribes. Often had he made journeys to Fort 
Toulouse, upon the Coosa, both in boats and upon foot. He was a great favorite of Bienville. Beaudrot 
was a powerful man, as to strength, and almost a giant in size, and these qualities, together with his 
bravery and prowess, endeared him to the Indians. The soldiers, who now released him from prison, 
compelled him to conduct them towards Georgia. Advancing rapidly through the woods, after they 
touched the amain land in their boats, the veteran Beaudrot led them around Mobile, up the Tom bigby, 
and crossing that stream, and afterwards the Alabama, in canoes that belonged to the Indians, Beaudrot 
conducted them from thence to Coweta, upon the Chattahoochie. here he was dismissed by the 
fugitives, whom he compelled to give him a certificate, stating that he had been forced to act as their 
guide, and was not in any way concerned with the killing of Duroux. 


1757: Some of these soldiers, who pursued their journey, made safe their retreat to the English in 
Georgia; but others loitered in Coweta and Cusseta enjoying the hospitality of the Indians. In the 
meantime, Montberaut, who then commanded at Fort Toulouse, had been made acquaineted with the 
murder of Duroux and the flight of the soldiers. Hearing that some of them were upon the 
Chattahoochie, a smal] detachment of soldiers and some Indians, under Beaudin were sent across the 
country, to arrest them. Beaudin returned with three of the men, who, after being chained in the prison 
for a week, were put in canoes, and conveyed down the Alabama river, to Mobile, and there thrown 
into the dungeon, to await trial. 


Beaudrot arrived in Mobile, and was quietly living in his hut, when two of his sons, who had just 
arrived from New Orleans, were the innocent cause of his arrest. Governor Kerlerec sent by them a 
sealed package to De Ville, the commandant at Mobile, authorizing his imprisonment. The poor fellow 
knew nothing of the arrest of the soldiers, until his eyes feel upon them in prison. Notwithstanding that 
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he exhibited, upon the trial, his certificate, which declared his innocence of the murder, and w icff ENEALOGY COLLEC! 


stated that he was compelled to facilitate the escape of the soldiers of it, a court martial condemned him 
to die. The soldiers, of course, were also condemned to share the same fate. As soon as Governor 
Kerlerec confirmed the judgment, the innocent and unfortunate Beaudrot was led forth and broken 
upon a wheel! The people of Mobile were shicked at the spectacle, for some of their lives had been 
saved by the sufferer. Not many years before that Beandrot, while trading in the town of Autauga 
among the Alabamas, ransomed a French boy who had been captured near Mobile by the Lower 
Creeks of the Chattahoochie, and who had sold him to those Indians. Beaudrot paid away all his 
profits for the boy, and immediately carried him to Mobile and restored him to his uncle. On another 
occasion, a party of the Lower Creeks had taken a Frenchman, who had gone up to his little 
plantation on the Tensaw river. They stripped the man, and, having pinioned him well, took the trail 
for the Chattahoochie. It so happened that Beaudrot was returning upon that trail from Fort Toulouse, 
whither Bienville had some weeks before despatched him with a letter to the French commandant. 
Night drew apace, and Beaudrot sought repose upon the pine straw, behind a log, without a spark of 
fire. It was his custom when alone to sleep in the dark, for fear of being discovered by Indian enemies. 
He lay quietly, with his head resting upon his knapsack. Presently three stout warriors made their 
appearnace with the Frenchman to whom we have just alluded. They presently collected lightwood, 
which lay in profusion around, and kindled a large fire. Ten of the party, after the capture of the 
Frenchman, went in another direction, to see if they could not do more mischief in the French 
settlements, and, entrusting the prisoner to the three warriors who now guarded him, had not yet 
overtaken them. The fire threw a glare over the woods, and Beaudrot would have been discovered had 
he not, fortunately, been behind a log. The warriors eat theri supper, and, tying the Frenchman to a tree, 
where he would have been compelled to stand all night upon his feet, they dropped off to sleep. Te eart 
of the generous Beaudrot beat quick: he longed to rescue the man whom he well knew, but endeavored 
to compose himself. After a while, when the wearied warriors snored in profound sleep, he cautiously 
approached. His first intention was to unloose the prisoner and place a pistol in his hand, when they both 
instantly fell upon the Indians; but a moment's reflection warned him that if he approached the prisoner 
first the latter would be startled and cry aloud, which would arouse the savages. This reflection now 
altered his plans, and he now crept up to the camp, keeping a large pine tree between him and the 
warriors. Two of them lay together. Beaudrot's carbine was heavily charged, and raising h imself 
suddenly he fired, and the warriors were both killed. The third one rose up and rushed at Beaudrot with 
his hatchet, having in his haste forgotten his gun. Beaudrot had already a pistol in his hand, and now 
discharged its contents into the stomach of the Creek, who whooped and fell dead. Rushing to the tree 
he untied his friend, who immediately sank in the arms of the generous deliverer. But they had no time 
to tarry here. The rescued prisoner informed Beaudrot constructed a raft, on which he now placed the 
prisoner and they both floated down the river some distance, and landed on the western side. He tore the 
raft to pieces, and set the fragments adrift. Beaudrot took all this precaution to keep the Indians from 
tracking him. About this time it was daylight, and he and the Frenchman were in a swamp, and quite 
secure. Beaudrot now drew forth his bottle of brandy, and gave his companion a drink, which did much 
to revive him. They also shared some bread and dried venison. After they had rested here some hours, 
Beaudrot and his companion arose, and, after a tedious march through the woods, subsisting upon what 
game Beaudrot could kill, he arrived safe in Mobile, with the Frenchman. Such a man was Beaudrot, 
whom the French authorities in Mobile broke upon a wheel! His life was worth a thousand such lives 
as that of the tyrannical wretch whom he was accused of having killed. On the same day that he was thus 
made to suffer death, in the most barbarous and excruciating manner, one of the fugitives, a French 
soldier, was also broken upon a wheel, while two poor Swiss soldiers were subjected to a still more 
horrible fate. The authorities placed each one of them in a long narrow box, like a coffin, nailed it up, 
and then cut the box in two with a cross-cut saw. *

1995 REUNION OF BAUDREAU-GRAVELINE DESCENDANTS

Graveline, both nieces of Jean Baptiste.

Torn in their allegiance to England for peace, and to France for their ¥% PS 
faith and culture, throughout these years of turmoil and minor skir- S o 
mishes, the Acadians continued to farm their vast lands and to carry roma) 
on their normal way of life as best as they could, despite the existing Qe 
situation.

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Also during this time, the population had grown tremendously. By 
1746, due to the power struggle between France and England for the con- 
trol of Acadia, many Acadian families fled Port-Royal and the Minas . 
Basin for Beaubassin and Ile St-Jean to avoid being captured or killed. 
From 1749 to August 1750, hundreds of Acadians fran these earlier estab- 
lishments in Nova Scotia were found living a very meager existence on 
Ile St-Jean and Ile Royale (today's Cape Breton Island), not far fran 


the fortress of Louisbourg. Those who did not move, were exiled to the 
American colonies and to France. All this forms the background for our 
next three generations.
